pounded today on a. rocky Aleutian 
island where 34 members of her 
crew were drowned by stormy seas. 
Only three men survived—saved 


by their own strength and daring 
and the heroism of lifeboat crews 
from two rescue ships. 
They were taken off AmtignaK 


asland late yesterday by the Presi- 
dent Madison, in a serious condition 
from exposure and lack of food. 
They had remained on the island 
without shelter and only dried 
flour to eat, for two sleepless days 
after seeing their captain and ship 
mates leap into a gale-lashed sea 
and never appear again. 
The three are: James Thorsen, a 


cadet of Portland, Ore.; Fritz De- 
wall, able-bodied seaman, no ad- 
dress; and Lucena N. Decanay, or- 
dinary seaman, Manila, P. I. 
' They were so weak when taken 
aboard the President Madison they 
could tell only snatches of the hor- 
ror they witnessed when their 
Japan-bound freighter piled on the 
rocks and then began to break to 
pieces. Of the officers and crew of 
37, they were the only ones to reach 
shore, fighting their way success- 
fully through breakers which a day 
late*- kept a small boat of the Japa- 
nese freighter Oregan Maru from 
reaching the uninhabited island to 
take them off. 
After resting and eating as the 
President Madison resumed her 
course for Victoria, B. C., the trio 
revived. A radio message received 
early today reported "all well now." 
One of them suffered a cut on the 
head while landing in the surf from 
the Nevada. 
No Details Given 
The message contained no further 
details of the wreck of the Nevada 
in the .ship's graveyard of the north 
Pacific Wednesday morning. 


Before their eyes, they said, their 


captain, T. W. Johansen of Port- 
land, Ore., and the first officer, E. 
T. Wendt, also of Portland, leaped 
overboard into the foaming surf to 
disappear. 
Heroism of rescued and rescuers 


was told in a laconic message from 
Captain E. J. Healy of the President 
Madison, hero of a previous less 
tragic rescue in Aleutian waters. He 
radioed: 
"We have taken aboard the three 


survivors of the freighter Nevada. 
Rest were drowned in the surf. The 
rescue work by our officers and 
crew was magnificent." 
During rescue attempts in gale 


-. and high seas, a small boat of the 
1 Oregon Maru was lost and several 


men Injured. .Food was thrown over 
the side of the Japanese freighter 
"'in hope it would float to shore 
1 where the trio was marooned. 
One of those aboard the ship was 
a passenger, Portius D. Berry, 26, of 
Seattle, who was snaking a trip to 
the orient for his health. 


Cause Not liearned 


* The cause of the disaster of the 
ship, owned by the States Steam- 
ship company of Portland, had not 
been revealed in radio messages as 
its radio messages went silent after 
its first S O S late Tuesday night. 
After a 16-hour search the Oregon 
Maru found the Nevada piled on 
the rocks of the island, where it had 
either been driven by the gale or, 
deliberately rammed aground to 
give the crew a chance to reach 
shore when the ship was in a sink- 
ing condition. 


The Madison, 300 miles away, 
turned off her course to come to 
the scene and was led to the wreck 
by the Oregon Maru.

race, and we find that its remaining 
possibilities as a public benefactor 
and an industry builder appear to 
be more extensive than anything it 
has yet done. We find, however, 
that it is sensitive to its electrical 
environment and will refuse even 
to approach its best work unless 
treated with respect and given its 
proper ration of voltage. 
He.pointed out some of the high 


spots in the general evolution of the 
incandescent lamp. He spoke of Mr. 
Edison's filament of fibrous carbon, 
decidedly non-uniform as it was 
produced. Flashing in a carbon va- 
por and later metalizmg this fila- 
ment improved it. Then came tan- 
talum, 
quickly followed 
by the 


superior squirted tungsten filament 
It was not until tungsten became 
available in the form of drawn wue 
that the operating charrcteristics of 
a lamp could be precisely deter- 
mined. Eliminate All Air 


"The slightest trace of oxygen re- 


maining in a bulb will hasten the 
deterioration of the filament, per- 
haps to immediate burnout," he ex- 
plained. Evsn so small an amount 
of water as is contained in a dew- 
drop divided among 170,000 lamps, 
would reduce the 
life of these 


lamps to one-third. So a chemical 
known as "getter" was introduced 
When heated this absorbed that 
last trace of ovygen ani water va- 
por, even that remaining in the sur- 
face of the glass " 


He discussed the close connection 


between the illuminating specialist- 
and the oculist, and predicted that 
with fine quality light of high in- 
tensity and the health-giving ultra- 


•"" violet rays, man will cease not be- 


ing content to live indoors. 


He also introduced a new note 


in the question of conservation of 
wood and reforestation.. He said 
that trees, after a certain period, 
must be cut down, that they mature 
at certain ages and that when they 
mature they start to rot. He sug- 
gested that trees be harvested in 
an intelligent manner and that they 
be grown as a long term farming 
project. 
Tracing the history ^of pre-his- 
toric man, who also Had wooden 
implements, dug qut canoes and 
lived in wooden huts,, Mr. Root 
followed the use of woo'd up to the 
present day, 
; 
The principal sources -of wood to- 


day he said, are in the south, the 
Pacific coast states, and a few north 
ern states. Wisconsin rates' tenth 
among some 30 states in wood pro- 
duction.

In most cases the com- 
mission has received gratifying co- 
operation from the power com- 
panies in the way of investigation 
and mitigation of the -causes of in- 
terference. 
"Radio trouble is usually an in- 


terference with the use of a cur- 
rent-consuming device. In the mind 
of the consumer there is no dif- 
ference between flickering lights 
and a noisy radio. 
Both are at- 


tnbute,d to the power company and 
both cause the 
same 
unhealthy 


feeling of antagonism and resent- 
ment. - In spite of the'fact that the 
power companies are resp'onsible 
for less'than one-half the radio in- 
terference .complained of, this re- 
sentment will continue in the mind 
of each radio user until investiga- 
tion of his individual complaint con- 
vinces him of the tru,e source of his 
trouble. 
"A consistent 
policy of giving 


proper attention to complaints and 
of making reasonable 
efforts to 


correct interference, the causes of 
which are located upon'"the power 
system, will go a long way toward 
the prevention of wide-spread ill- 
feeling and the evils it will lead 
into.

Problem of Smaller Nations 


So far the debt -problem is -so 


nebulous that no financial physicist 
has been able to figure out what 
is to be done with the middle coun- 
tries, like Italy and Belgium, or 
with all the little countries, like 
Jugoslavia and Rumania. The Bas- 
le feeling, however, is that these 
minor parts of the problem would 
make little trouble if the major 
question of Britain and France were 
disposed of. 


Whatever may be thought of this 


solution of the debt problem and 
Basle observers are reasonably cer- 
tain that something of the kind 
will be proposed after the Ameri- 
can presidential elections, the fact 
is clear that Britain is hoping to 
get it settled as another step toward 
stabilizing sterling. 


Internationally Britain is striving 


to induce Europe to take one more 
step .that will help sterling back to 
gold. She wants some planned ef- 
fort at restoration of Central Eu- 
rope of Danubia. For Britain was 
forced off gold partly or chiefly 
because her international balance of 
payments became adverse for the 
first time in a century. It became 
adverse partly because of the gen- 
eral drop in world trade, partly be- 
cause foreign payments to British 
investors ceased, were frozen. 
A 


huge sum of British money is tied 
up today in Central and Southeast- 
ern Europe. To thaw this frozen 
mass of money out is a prime ob- 
ject of British policy. 
Reasons for Economic Conference 
Here have been summarized the 


reasons why England took the ini- 
tiative in calling the World Econ- 
omic Conference; because she want- 
ed to return to gold, she wanted 
reparations ended, was debts set- 
tled. Central and Danubian Euro- 
pean 
currencies stabilised 
and 


trade restored. 


Thus, from the 
Basle point of 


view Britain offers a cheerful pros- 
pect. Internationally she has ei- 
ther already taken or is strh ing to 
lako the steps necessary for a re- 
turn of sterling to gold Internal- 
ly, too, Britain, from the view- 
point of this watch-tower, is tak- 
ing the necessary steps toward re- 
covery. Her first problem was to 
reduce her debt burden and this 


standstill agreement, has already 
been' cut considerably. 


Important in Germany as in En- 


gland is the fact that tbe direction 
of movement is toxvard recovery. 
The things are happening that are 
necessary for recovery. From the 
Basle standpoint the danger of Ger- 
many abandoning the gold standard 
is slight. Chiefly because of three 
factors: First, she would get from 
it no relief on her foreign indebt- 
edness since all that is ir gold. Sec- 
ond she would get no relief, from 
it 011 the major part of her internal 
debt since all mortgages and many 
long term loans in Germany are 
made in gold marks. Third, she is 
inflation conscious and will not 
soon risk another disaster like that

of ' view" little danger that Ger- 
many will declare a complete mor- 
atorium on private payments to 
abroad. If world and her own trade 
do not improve it is conceivable 
that she may declare a partial mor- 
atorium " on foreign payments, but 
only partial, 
and under it she 


would continue to pay the balance 
in marks in blocked accounts await- 
ing the return of liquidity to pay 
the entire amount. 


taint Stirring of Nebulae 


Adjusting a particularly power- 


ful eye-piece into the Basle finan- 
cial telescope, skilled observers to- 
day declare they see away off on 
the horizon a faint stirring of ne- 
bulae. There in dispute among ex- 
perts as. to the meaning of the ne- 
ibjilae, but some have been so bold 
a"s-to declare they recogmze-distinct 
indications that foreign, investors 
will again pour money into, Ger- 
many. One or two with especially 
good eyesight insist that they dis- 
cern peculiarly American charac- 
teristics among the investor nebu- 
lae. None of these nebulae were 
observable until the vast bulk of 
reparations moved out of sight. The 
actual conclusion of the movement 
cannot be accurately forecast at the 
moment, but a significant group of 
financial 
astronomers insist the 


movement is in the direction indi- 
cated. 


They believe Germany will stage 


the most surprising comeback of 
any country on the Continent. They 
point to her incomparable indus- 
trial equipment and the superior 
industrial talent of her people. Her 
credit has been lamed for four- 
teen years by reparations. Today 
she is free to drop the propaganda 
of bankruptcy. Her political move- 
ment toward eventual more ap- 
parent stability.

Bank Important Factor 


Not the least factor in the pro- 


cess of recovery here outlined will 
be the Bank of International Set- 
tlements itself. Fundamental in the 
whole process is the return of all 
countries to the gold standard. In 
this return the bank here may play 
a decisive role. 


Created to.be chiefly a,transfer 


agent for German reparations pay- 
ments, the Bank for International 
Settlements has long ago outgrown 
its origin. As a depository for Cen- 
tral bank funds, it has begun a 
process that could become and prom 
ises to become a supreme impor- 
tance for the financial future of 
Europe and of the world. It may 
be as important for international 
finance and for the achievement of 
international financial stability as 
the establishment of Central Banks 
of Issue was for the achievement of 


more. As it stated in its last report, 
"the bank, recognizing the demoral- 
ization which had developed and 
the inadequacy of additional grants 
of short-term funds, felt obliged'to 
refuse new applications for ad- 
vances which came to it from sev- 
eral central banks, as a consequence 
of the fall of sterling, and it "thus 
suspended the policy of being a 
substantial new credit giver to sun- 
dry central banks." But if the bank 
had had sufficient resources it is 
conceivable that the "demoraliza- 
tion" would not have taken place. 


The virtual abolition of repara- 


tions has removed the original pur- 
pose of the bank's existence. It has 
left it. however, stronger in a sense 
than ever. It is now clear that this 
international 
organization, 
once 


having been created, is there to be 
used. It is equally certain that it 
will be used. Nineteen 
financial 


controllers of Europe meet monthly 
here to discuss their problems. This 
sort of co-operation never -existed 
before. It is a reasonable deduction 
that if it had not existed the credit 
crisis might have been much worse 
than it uas. 


Must Stabilize Currency

combination out of two tempera- 
mental and excitable players any 
more than you can make an ideal 
combination out of two calm, stolid, 
unaggressive players.

Bridge team has an anchor or a 
Rock of Gibraltar as well as a cre- 
ator. By creator I mean a man 
who 
makes 
situations, 
creates 


swings, and in other ways provides 
the action. 


Regardless of the temperaments 


of the two players, the ideal part- 
nership allows each player to take 
control of hands when the proper 
hand comes around for him. That 
is to say, the superlative pair can- 
not have one player 
continually 


making the decisions on all close 
hands, becoming the Declarer in 
every notrump contract, or shut- 
ting out his partner from the bid- 
ding. 
There is very little sense 
in having one player play all the 
Dummies, even though he be the 
better Dummy player, if on some 
ol these hands his hand is not the 
proper hand to be the Declarer. 
What does one profit if he picks 
up a trick on the play of a certain 
hand when he has lost 2 tricks by 
the fact that the Opening lead up 
to his hand has been 2 tricks worse 
for him than the Opening lead up 
to his partner's hand? 


The ideal partnership is based 


on confidence. 
Have confidence in 


your partner's bids and have con- 
fidence in his plays. 
When he 
gives you a deuce on your King, 
which definitely tells you to shift, 
you must shift unless there is some 
extraordinary reason for not doing 
so. If he doubles the opponents' 
declaration rather than passing the 
bid on you and letting you make 
the decision as to whether to dou- 
ble or overcall, believe in him and 
let his Double stand. Similarly, if 
he passes and leaves the decision 
to you, telling you to take the ac- 
tion, do not fall down on him by 
passing, because, after all, his pass 
was made for you to take some ac- 
tion. If your partner is repeatedly 
telling you that his hand is fitted 
for a suit declaration and a suit 
declaration, only, do not keep in- 
sisting on notrump, even though 
you have a 4-3-3-3 hand yourself. 


Do not take entire control of 


every defense. If your partner has 
seemingly decided on a certain line 
of defense, which defense calls for 
the play of a card which you had 
not intended playing,

with him. unless you have

strong reasons to know that his 
defense is wrong and your fine of 
play will be the winning one.

If your 
partner seems to be pleading for 
a chance, keep the bidding open 
for him when it is humanly pos- 
sible; but if he seems to be mak- 
ing desperate efforts to sign off 
help him to do so unless your hanc 
is much bigger than he has hac 
reason to believe.

Individualism in America is dead, 


and the culture which individual- 
istic America erected is in ruins. 
The ultimate liberation of American 
culture and American life lies in a 
belief in proletarian ideals and col- 
lectivist action. 


This is the conclusion reached 


by V. F. Calverton in "The Lib- 
eration of American Literature." 


Mr. Calverton argues as follows: 
American culture, unlike any oth- 


er culture on earth, evolved "al- 
most wholly and completely" out of 
a lower middle class concept of 
existence. 
America was the great 


petty bourgeois experiment. 
Even 


today the ideals and convictions 
of the nation are largely those of 
the lower middle class. 


This was made possible chiefly 


by the influence of the frontier, 
where petty bourgeois ideology was 
paramount and individualism be- 
came a creed. 
But industrialism 


has destroyed individualism and has 
created a proletariat. 
The lower 


middle class has gone to the wall 
It will never regain its influence, 
and sooner or later a proletarian 
ideology will become dominant— 
and the only escape from pessimism 
and despair in modern literature 
lies in the acceptance by the writers 
of that ideology. 


So, at least, says Mr. Calverton. 


His book fully deserves that over- 
worked adjective, "stimulating."

aforesaid shall, before or at the time of do- 
ing so, provide for the collection of a di- 
rect annual tax sufficient to pay the in- 
terest on such debt as it falls due, and also 
to pay and discharge the principal there- 
of within twenty years from the time of 
contracting the same; except that when 
such indebtedness is incurred in the acqui- 
sition of lands by cities, or by counties 
having a population of one hundred fifty 
thousand or over, for public, municipal 
purposes, or for the permanent improve- 
ment thereof, the city or county incurring 
the same shall, before or at the time of so 
doing, provide for the collection of a di- 
rect annual tax sufficient to pay the inter- 
est on such debt as it falls due, and also to 
pay and discharge the principal thereof 
within a period not exceeding fifty years 
from the time of contracting the same. 
Providing, that an indebtedness created 
for the purpose of purchasing, acquiring,

study and legal' 'advice, but prom- 
ised an early decision.

made public the corporation's re- 
port, covering the last ten days of 
. July—the first filed after 
enact- 
ment of the publicity clause in the 
relief law—Trimble ruled: 
"It appears from the explanatory 
statements

Civil Guard Commander 


Felt it His Duty to 


Support Government 


Seville, Spain — (IP)—Gen. Jose 
Sanjurjo, who took this city and 
proclaimed himself captain general 
of Andalusia at the outset of the 
one-day rightist* rebellion against 
the Spanish republic, 1 as been the- 
great enigma 
of the nation ever 
since Alfonso XIII and the royal 
family fled abroad. 
His arrest at Huelva 
when the 
revolt was less than 24 hours old 
signalized the collapse of the move- 
ment. 
' 


Altho'ugh a devoted servant of 
the monarchy, 
he had continued 
under the 
new 
government as 
commander 
of the civil 
guards, 
holding disorderly 
elements 
in 
check and keeping aloof from poli- 
tics. 
. . 
. 


He never publicly, explained his 


stand in this respect,.but-admirers 
say that the key can be found in 


the word "duty." Sworn to uphold 
public order, they explain, the gen- 
eral believed that 
the guards, as 
peace officers, should be kept out 
of politics. 
Thus the guard held to its tradi- 
tion of upholding 
constituted au- 
thority blindly. 
In fact, the com- 
mander visited 
republican head- 
quarters on April 14, 1931, and told 
Alcala Zamora and other leaders 
that the 35,000 armed and disci- 
plined men under him would not 
interfere with proclamation of a 
republic. 
This, moreover, was shortly after 
the general had personally escort- 
ed Queen Victoria to the Escorial 
station and bidden her a farewell 
in which he made no 
attempt to 
conceal his pain and regret. 
Outburst Hurts His Standing: 
But eventually the general's feel- 
ings burst then- bounds. The occa- 
sion was an affair in the remote vil- 
lage of Castilblanco,' 
where the 
population massacred 
the guard 
garrison of four men and took over 
control of the town. 
General Sanjurjo spoke up then 


and publicly denounced "unpatri- 
otic socialistic efforts." 
Naturally he lost favor with the 
republic after that outburst.. 
It was as pacifier of Spanish Mo- 
rocco'that General Sanjurjo made 
his greatest reputation. 
Sanjurjo was 
born in Zargossa 


March 28, 1872.
